Oklahoma City, Jan. 5.—The tw en­ 
ty-one bouse bills introduced T hurs­ 
day began with a good roads bill by 
Glover and Maxey th a t incorporates 
several new features. The num ber of 
the bill is H. B. No. 30. It practical­ 
ly tu rn s th e control of road building 
over to the state board of agricul­ 
tu re ; 
provides 
whereby the 
board 
may use state convicts to assist in 
•building county wagon roads; also 
county prisoners. A sta te levy of one- 
tenth of I mill m ay be assessed for 
roads, and counties, tow nships, and 
cities are allowed to levy tw o-tenths 
of I per cent, for the same purpose. 
An appropriation of $10,000 is given 
th e state board of agriculture with 
which to pay for right of way, etc., 
and $100,000 appropriation for m ain­ 
tenance and guarding of state con­ 
victs while on road work.
